This,  our  1917  catalog,  is  our  tenth  annual  catalog,  and  is 
the  thirteenth  year  that  we  have  been  producing  and  putting  on 
the  market  seed  corn. 

Every  effort  is  put  forth  in  our  whole  system  of  farming  to 
produce  more  and  better  corn  from  which  to  select  our  seed 
corn.  We  follow  a three-year  rotation  of  corn,  wheat  and  clover 
and  pasture  most  of  our  clover  crop.  We  feed  all  the  corn  to 
live  stock  that  is  not  sold  for  seed  corn,  and  we  buy  quite  a lot 
of  feeding  corn  which  is  fed  to  both  hogs  and  cattle. 

We  built  our  first  seed  house  in  1907 ; previous  to  this  time 
we  stored  our  seed  corn  in  the  house  and  over  the  crib  and  in 
the  barn,  and  almost  any  place  that  we  could  fix  up  to  hold  a 
few  bushels  where  it  would  be  well  ventilated.  Since  1907  we 
have  built  additions  to  the  original  seed  house  until  now  we 
have  a building  22  by  60  feet,  with  racking  space  in  it  to  hold 
1,500  bushels.  The  photographs  of  the  seed  house  will  show 
the  exact  method  of  storing  and  drying.  This  method  insures 
high  per  cent,  of  germination  and  the  strongest  vitality. 

The  past  season  of  1916  was  a fine  season  for  the  produc- 
tion of  corn  in  our  section  of  the  state.  We  had  plenty  of  rain, 
with  plenty  of  sunshine  and  ample  time  for  the  best  of  cultiva- 
tion. Our  Vogler’s  White  Dent  yielded  85  bushels  per  acre  on 
a field  of  35  acres.  Our  Reid’s  Yellow  Dent  did  not  produce 
quite  such  a high  yield,  but  certainly  a fine  quality  of  corn.  It 
has  been  our  experience  that  the  yellow  corn  will  not  produce 
as  many  bushels  as  the  white  corn,  from  8 to  15  bushels  per 
acre  on  the  same  soil.  But  it  will  mature  earlier  and  will  pro- 
duce sound  corn  on  soil  that  is  depleted  in  plant  food  where  in 
some  cases  the  larger  white  corn  wild  not  do  so  well. 

On  the  average  our  seed  corn  yields  from  10  to  15  bushels 
more  per  acre  than  the  seed  used  by  the  average  farmer.  One 
bushel  of  our  corn  will  plant  seven  acres,  and  that  means  an  in- 
crease of  70  bushels  from  the  use  of  one  bushel  of  our  seed  corn. 
Counting  corn  worth  only  75  cents  per  bushel,  that  will  mean  a 
profit  of  $52.50  from  an  investment  of  $5.00. 

We  have  been  doing  breeding  work  with  our  white  corn  for 
the  last  ten  years.  The  result  of  this  work  is  shown  in  our 
yields,  in  the  quality  of  the  corn,  and  the  constitution  and  vitality 
that  we  have  developed  by  a system  of  crossing  individual  ears 
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of  the  highest  yielding  power.  This  is  done  by  planting  one  ear 
to  the  row  in  our  breeding  plot  and  detasseling  every  other  row, 
and  then  the  detasseled  rows  are  a pure  cross,  because  the  ears 
were  fertilized  by  the  pollen  from  some  other  ear.  By  this  work 
we  have  eliminated  barren  stalks,  increased  the  yield,  decreased 
the  number  of  suckers,  lowered  the  height  of  the  ear,  and  in  fact 
have  improved  it  in  every  way. 

If  you  favor  us  with  an  order  for  seed  corn  don’t  expect  to 
get  show  corn,  because  the  show  ears  are  hard  to  find,  but  we 
do  say  that  any  of  our  seed  corn  will  produce  show  corn. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  say  that  we  make  our  utmost  effort 
to  deliver  the  best  of  seed  corn  and  to  please  our  customers,  guar- 
anteeing satisfaction,  and  giving  ten  days  for  testing  and  inspec- 
tion, and  if  you  are  not  perfectly  satisfied  return  it  at  our  expense 
and  we  will  refund  your  money.  We  guarantee  a germination 
of  96  per  cent,  or  better,  but  we  do  not  guarantee  it  to  grow, 
because  so  many  factors  play  a part,  climatic  conditions,  soil, 
time  of  planting,  cultivation,  etc.;  but  under  ordinary  favorable 
conditions  you  can  count  on  from  94  to  100  per  cent,  stand.  We 
solicit  your  patronage  and  will  give  your  order  prompt  and  effi- 
cient attention.
